“Wo slowed down and quickly slung 
the waterplanes oulboard, and lowered 
them to the sutfuco of the ses. In the 
still morning air and a fairly calm sea 
the planes took to the water like ducks, 
and scon got under way. From our 
ship we ‘dropped Flight-Commander Hew- 
lett, ono of the.:nost popular officers ia 
the naval air service. Having performed 
our duty, our vessels dropped away under 
the shelter of.the cruisers, and watched. 


the airmen getting ready to deliver their 


Christmas greeting to, the enemy. 
“With s rush thé planes were off, 
and quickly climbed. to a height of over 
2,000 feet. Wo folloyed their progress 
to the shore, and soon noticed a column 
of smoke riso from where we judged 
Cuxhaven to be, but, owing to a, heavy 
sea-mict which had got up with the sun, 
tho distance was obsegred. . Still no 
word: from tke Germans, ond “with the 
exeeption of two airships which we saw 
in tho dim distance, wo were left severely 
alone. What the nirmen did has already 
been told..
